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INTRODUCTION. 


To  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 


Madam  President,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  Jersey 
during  1969.  This  is  my  7th  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  81st  in  the  series. 

This  Report  is  divided  into  two  sections  ;  the  first  provides  what  I  hope  will  prove  to  be 
informative  and  interesting  comments  on  the  more  important  trends  and  happenings  during  the 
year,  the  second  section  is  devoted  entirely  to  statistical  detail. 

Two  senior  staff  members  were  lost  to  the  Department  during  the  year.  Dr.  J.  M.  Joshua 
was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Western  Newfoundland  and  took  up  his  new  duties  in 
May,  1969.  His  place  was  taken  by  Dr.  Shelagh  Milligan  who  acted  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  School  Doctor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Skinner,  the  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  successful  in  securing  the 
post  of  Chief  Executive  Officer  to  the  Island  Development  Committee  and  left  us  on  3rd  May,  1969. 
His  successor  is  Mr.  E.  G.  Carter,  who  has  been  a  Sanitary  Inspector  in  this  Department 
since  1949. 

Again  this  year  I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  very  valuable  contributions  made 
by  the  various  voluntary  organisations  on  this  Island,  in  particular,  the  Jersey  District  Nursing 
Association  through  its  various  branches.  The  work  of  some  of  these  is  described  later  in  the 
Report,  but  to  them  all  I  would  like  to  say  a  personal  “  Thank  you  ”  for  the  unstinting  help  they 
have  given  to  me  and  my  Department. 

Also  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  fellow  officers  and  colleagues  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  active  support  throughout  the  year,  especially  to  Mr.  R.  F.  Knowles, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  to  Mr.  L.  Simon,  Chief  Clerk,  who  has  compiled  all  the 
statistical  material  for  this  Report. 

Finally,  Madam,  to  you  and  to  the  members  of  your  Committee  I  offer  my  thanks  for  the 
active  interest  you  have  shown  in  all  matters  relating  to  public  health  and  for  the  courtesy  and  help 
you  have  afforded  all  members  of  this  Department.

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General  Health. 

The  health  of  the  community  remained  good  for  most  of  the  year,  but  a  sharp,  serious 
influenza  epidemic  affected  the  Island  in  the  second  half  of  December,  1969. 

The  last  three  months  of  the  year  also  saw  a  disquieting  rise  in  the  number  of  paratyphoid  and 
food  poisoning  cases.  These  outbreaks  will  be  described  in  more  detail  later  in  this  Report. 

Child  health  also  remained  good  throughout  the  year  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  the 
lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in  Jersey. 

Lung  cancer  and  coronary  thrombosis  again  took  their  annual  toll  of  the  middle  aged. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  by  far  the  most  important  factor  in  the  causation  of  lung  cancer  and  it  is 
also  a  factor  in  coronary  thrombosis.  15  men  in  their  middle  age  (45 — 65)  died  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  43  from  coronary  thrombosis.  It  can  be  estimated  from  these  figures,  without  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  cigarette  smoking  led  to  the  premature  death  of  at  least  37  men  in  Jersey  in  1969. 

In  all  1 15  men  died  in  middle  age  from  all  causes  and  from  this  we  can  deduce  that  cigarette 
smoking  was  responsible  for  one-third  of  these  deaths. 


Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

Fewer  and  fewer  babies  are  being  born  in  Jersey  and  the  1969  figure  of  1,031  births  is  the 
lowest  for  10  years.  The  birth  rate  (the  number  of  live  births  per  1,000  estimated  population) 
continued  to  fall  for  the  seventh  year  running  and  its  1969  level  of  15.9  is  the  lowest  since  1957. 
The  convenience  and  efficiency  of  the  contraceptive  pill  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  this  fall. 

Illegitimacy. 

The  98  illegitimate  births  in  1969  give  an  illegitimacy  rate  of  9.5%  of  all  births.  This  is  the 
lowest  for  the  past  5  years. 

Out  of  the  98  unmarried  mothers  only  7  were  pregnant  when  they  came  to  live  in  Jersey. 
It  may  also  be  of  interest  to  note  that  over  one-third  of  all  births  to  mothers  under  the  age  of  20 
were  illegitimate. 

Stillbirths. 

After  the  1968  record  low  stillbirth  rate  of  1 1.9  it  is  disappointing,  but  not  altogether  unexpected, 
to  have  to  record  that  the  1969  rate  had  risen  to  20  per  1,000  total  births.  Stillbirths  were  first 
made  notifiable  in  Jersey  in  1951  and  since  that  time  the  rate,  although  subject  to  annual  fluctuation, 
has  remained  on  the  same  level. 

Deaths. 

The  848  deaths  in  1969  gave  a  standardised  death  rate  of  11.7.  In  countries  with  a  stable 
level  of  healthiness  very  little  fluctuation  in  the  death  rate  can  be  expected  and  this  is  true  of  Jersey. 

Infant  deaths. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  1969  was  the  fact  that  only  12  babies  died  in  their  first  year 
of  life.  This  gave  us  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  1 1.6,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Jersey. 

8  out  of  the  12  babies  died  within  a  week  of  being  born  and  usually  from  causes  associated 
with  childbirth,  such  as  prematurity.  Of  the  4  babies  who  died  between  their  first  and  twelfth 
month  of  life  3  were  what  are  commonly  described  as  “  cot  deaths  ”  when  apparently  healthy  babies 
are  found  dead  in  their  cots.  The  cause  of  death  is  usually  a  sudden  overwhelming  viral  infection 
of  the  respiratory  tract.  Research  into  the  true  nature  and  cause  of  “  cot  deaths  ”  is  being  carried 
out  in  many  parts  of  the  world. 
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Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

As  might  be  expected  the  main  causes  of  death  were  cancer  (22.4%  of  all  deaths),  coronary 
thrombosis  (19.7%)  and  “  strokes  ”  (15.6%). 

“  Strokes  ”  as  a  cause  of  death  are  of  no  great  public  health  importance  because  three-quarters 
of  all  those  who  died  from  “  strokes  ”  were  persons  over  70  years  of  age  and  their  deaths  can,  there¬ 
fore,  be  acceptable  as  an  accident  in  the  inevitable  process  of  ageing. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  proved  this  year  again  to  be  the  most  common  form  of  lethal  cancer. 

53  Jersey  residents  (39  males  and  14  females)  died  from  this  condition,  which  gives  us  a  rate 
of  1,254  for  males  and  419  for  females  per  million  population. 

Only  one-third  of  those  who  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  were  over  70  years  of  age  and  the 
deaths  of  the  other  two-thirds  must  be  regarded  as  premature. 

Reports  from  other  parts  of  the  world  suggest  that  cancer  of  the  lung  in  middle  aged  males 
has  passed  its  peak  and  that  the  death  rate  in  this  age  group  is  receding.  Unfortunately,  we  have 
no  evidence  of  this  in  Jersey. 

Cancer  of  the  breast. 

This  was  again  the  most  lethal  form  of  female  cancer  with  24  deaths.  This  is  the  highest 
figure  yet  recorded  in  Jersey  and  accounts  for  5.5%  of  all  female  deaths. 

Coronary  thrombosis. 

1 01  males  died  from  coronary  thrombosis  in  1969  which  accounted  for  1  in  every  4  male  deaths. 
Furthermore,  43  of  these  men  were  still  in  middle  age  and  35.5%  of  all  deaths  of  middle  aged  men 
is  from  coronary  thrombosis. 


Tuberculosis. 

33  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  of  these  only  16  were  in  persons 
who  might  have  contracted  their  illness  when  living  in  Jersey.  The  other  17  were  very  recent 
arrivals  in  the  Island  and  were  judged  to  have  been  suffering  from  the  disease  when  they  arrived, 
or  were  old  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  had  been  under  treatment  for  the  disease  in  their  own 
countries.  6  were  aliens  and  were  found  to  have  tuberculosis  as  a  result  of  the  X-ray  examination 
which  is  compulsory  for  all  aliens  coming  to  work  in  Jersey. 

Again  this  year  it  is  good  to  record  that  no  case  under  the  age  of  25  was  reported.  The  number 
of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  under-25  year  olds  in  the  past  15  years  shows  the  vast 
improvement  in  the  control  of  this  disease.

Mass  Miniature  Radiography . 

Over  15,000  persons  used  the  M.M.R.  during  the  year  and  the  T.B.  yield  rate  was  0.9  cases 
per  1,000  X-rays. 

We  use  the  M.M.R.  Unit  to  conduct  a  small  poll  of  the  smoking  habits  of  those  who  attend 
and  it  is  interesting  this  year  to  record  fewer  smokers  in  all  age  groups  with  the  exception  of  the 
50 — 59  year  old  females.  The  greatest  change  was  in  the  younger  age  groups  where  there  were 
23.7%  less  smokers  in  1969  than  in  i960  in  the  15—19  year  old  males  and  nearly  10%  improvement 
in  the  smoking  habits  of  girls  of  the  same  age.  We  hope  that  this  trend  will  continue. 
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Early  Detection  Clinic. 


This  Clinic  worked  to  full  capacity  throughout  the  year  with  868  attendances.  These  are 
appreciably  fewer  than  in  1968,  but  the  introduction  of  a  breast  examination  as  part  of  the  screening 
process  at  the  end  of  1968  resulted  in  a  slower  rate  of  working. 

85%  of  slides  were  normal  ;  0.6%  revealed  a  possible  pre-cancerous  condition  and  14%  of 
patients  were  found  on  examination  to  suffer  from  other  abnormalities  for  which  they  were  referred 
back  to  their  own  doctors  for  treatment.  The  increasing  popularity  of  this  Clinic  means  that  their 
number  will  have  to  be  increased  from  two  to  three  per  week. 


Measles  Vaccination. 

The  intention  to  promote  a  measles  vaccination  campaign  in  1969  received  a  setback  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  when  one  of  the  only  two  drug  firms  manufacturing  the  vaccine  decided  to 
advise  that  the  use  of  their  product  be  suspended  pending  an  investigation  of  serious  reactions  seen 
in  a  few  children.  Vaccine  made  by  the  other  firm  from  a  different  strain  of  the  measles  virus 
continued  to  be  used,  but  supplies  were  very  limited  and  we  were  only  able  to  stockpile  a  small 
quantity  of  the  vaccine.  It  is  hoped  in  1970  that  we  will  be  able  to  commence  an  attack  on  measles 
with  the  intention  of  controlling  this  disease  within  5  years. 


Influenza. 


Infectious  Diseases 
(other  than  tuberculosis). 


The  influenza  epidemic  which  was  expected  in  the  winter  of  1968/69  was  12  months  late  and 
it  finally  invaded  the  Island  in  December  1969.  The  causative  organism  was  the  Hong  Kong 
variant  of  the  Virus  A2  and  from  other  parts  of  the  world  that  had  already  been  affected  by  this 
type  of  influenza  we  anticipated  that  although  it  would  be  highly  infectious  the  illness  itself  would 
be  mild. 

In  truth  it  turned  out  to  be  a  fairly  severe  illness — probably  the  most  virulent  form  of  influenza 
since  the  1919  pandemic. 

The  daily  life  of  the  Island  was  not  badly  interrupted  and  this  may  probably  have  been  due 
to  the  anti-influenza  vaccinations  which  had  been  carried  out  during  the  previous  year. 

27  persons  died  from  influenza  and  its  complications,  but  most  of  these  were  in  their  senescence 
with  only  8  of  them  below  the  age  of  70  years.  This  low  death  rate  from  such  a  virulent  strain  of 
influenza  virus  can,  I  think,  be  ascribed  to  the  protective  effect  of  the  modern  antibiotic  drugs  in 
preventing  the  bronchial  complications  that  so  often  follow  influenza. 


Paratyphoid. 

Cases  of  a  mild  form  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  first  reported  in  early  October  1969  and  8  such 
notifications  were  received  in  Jersey — one  in  a  6-month  old  baby.  Communications  from  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  various  parts  of  the  British  Isles  showed  that  some  visitors  had  also  been 
infected. 

One  hotel  was  badly  affected  and  4  members  of  the  kitchen  staff  were  found  to  be  carriers  of 
the  organism.  3  of  these  had  suffered  no  symptoms  and  the  other  had  suffered  a  gastric  upset 
some  weeks  previously  and  it  was  thought  that  this  person  was  the  original  source  of  infection. 

Clinically  the  illness  was  mild  and  resembled  food  poisoning  rather  than  the  conventional 
paratyphoid  fever.  The  organism  in  all  cases  was  Salmonella  paratyphoid  B  “  Battersea  ”  and 
despite  widespread  investigations  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  identify  the  food  source  of  infection.

Venereal  Disease. 

Dr.  P.  G.  Bentlif,  Consultant  Dermatologist/Venereologist  at  the  General  Hospital,  reports 
an  increase  in  gonorrhoea  and  in  non-specific  urethritis  (NSU).  Syphilis,  fortunately,  has  decreased. 

Although  gonorrhoea  is  readily  amenable  to  treatment  (NSU  is  not)  it  is  also  readily  acquired. 
Quite  often  a  female  suffering  from  gonorrhoea  may  have  no  obvious  symptoms  and,  therefore, 
she  might  quite  unwittingly  spread  her  gonorrhoea  as  readily  as  she  does  her  favours.  Contact 
tracing,  which  means  finding  the  source  of  infection  and  those  persons  infected,  can  be  difficult 
because  people  are  naturally,  even  in  this  permissive  age,  diffident  in  reporting  their  contacts. 

The  increase  in  gonorrhoea  and  other  venereally  transmitted  conditions  can  be  ascribed  in 
part  to  the  increasing  popularity  of  “  the  pill  ”  which  is  beginning  to  replace  the  older  mechanical 
methods  of  contraception  which  proved  a  valuable  barrier  to  infection. 


Radiation  Hazards. 

Again  in  1969  we  found  no  evidence  of  any  increase  in  the  level  of  activity  in  the  samples  of 
seaweed  and  silt  collected  from  around  our  coast. 


School  Dental  Service. 

(From  the  Report  of  Mr.  I.  J.  Campbell,  Senior  School  Dental  Officer). 

1969  marked  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  School  Dental  Service.  In  July  1959 
the  first  full-time  school  dentist  was  employed  to  work  from  dilapidated  temporary  premises  in 
Halkett  Place.  Ten  years  later  we  have  three  full-time  dentists,  aided  by  Mr.  Swain  who  does 
part-time  for  the  Department  at  the  General  Hospital,  but  we  still  operate  fiom  the  even  more 
dilapidated  “  temporary  ”  premises. 

The  greatest  disappointment  over  these  ten  years  was  the  rejection  of  the  recommendation 
that  fluoride  be  added  to  the  public  water  supply.  The  City  of  Birmingham  commenced  adding 
fluoride  to  its  water  at  the  same  time  as  the  original  recommendation  was  made  in  Jersey,  but  even 
in  this  short  time  a  notable  improvement  in  the  teeth  of  Birmingham  schoolchildren  is  already 
apparent.  Experiences  from  the  many  parts  of  the  world  where  fluoridation  is  now  being  practised 
shows  that  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  children  is  reduced  by  at  least  50%  and  at  a  very  small 
cost — 2d.  per  head  per  annum  in  Birmingham.  In  modern  parlance,  fluoride  is  without  doubt 
the  “  best  buy  ”  in  public  health  to-day  and  Jersey  cannot  afford  to  miss  this  bargain. 


Environmental  Health. 

Report  of  Mr.  R.  F.  Knowles,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  B.  Skinner, 
was  successful  in  securing  the  appointment  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  to  the  Island  Development 
Committee  and  left  the  Department  on  3rd  May  1969.  His  successor  is  Mr.  E.  G.  Carter,  who 
has  been  with  the  Department  since  1949.  Our  congratulations  are  extended  to  both  these  officers 
and  we  wish  them  well  in  their  new  appointments. 

The  subsequent  staff  vacancy  was  made  good  on  1st  August  1969  when  Mr.  W.  J.  G.  Bates 
commenced  duties  as  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  Mr.  Bates  comes  to  us  with  an  excellent  all¬ 
round  experience  and  his  particular  metier  in  the  field  of  food  hygiene  will  materially  assist  the 
Department  in  furthering  the  work  already  undertaken  in  this  sphere.  We  welcome  him  into 
the  Department. 
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Building  Control. 

The  officers  of  the  various  departments  concerned  with  building  applications  met  on  52  occasions 
during  the  year.  Although  the  initial  number  of  building  applications  (an  average  of  53  per  week) 
showed  a  decrease  from  that  in  the  previous  year  the  number  processed  by  the  Department  was 
virtually  the  same.  During  the  year  393  dwelling  units  were  completed,  including  30  gained  by 
converted  premises. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

During  the  year  27  complaints  concerning  the  purchase  of  food  not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality  demanded  were  received  and  investigated  by  the  Department. 

The  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Jersey)  Law,  1966  were  invoked  in  respect 
of  three  of  these  complaints  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendors. 

Also  for  the  first  time  legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General  Provisions)  (Jersey)  Order,  1967.  The  offence  on  this  occasion  concerned  the  insanitary 
condition  of  a  hotel  kitchen.  The  manager  was  fined  £125  plus  costs  and  the  Company  concerned 
was  fined  £225  plus  costs. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  Department  will  only  recommend  that  the  Public  Health 
Committee  considers  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Order  in  those 
instances  when  informal  action  has  failed. 

Clean  Food. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1968  the  Department  considered  it  advisable  for 
additional  legislation  to  be  introduced  to  give  a  larger  measure  of  control  over  itinerant  ice-cream 
vendors.  As  a  result  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Ice  Cream  Stalls,  etc.)  (Jersey)  Order,  1969  became 
operative  during  the  year.  The  Order  requires,  inter  alia ,  that  all  vehicles  used  for  the  sale  or 
exposure  or  offer  for  sale  of  ice  cream  shall  be  licensed  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  samples  of  soft  ice-cream  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
showed  a  considerable  improvement  over  the  previous  year. 

Unsound  Food. 

During  the  year  condemnation  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  following  foods  judged 


to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  : —

Sewering. 

In  the  autumn  of  1969  the  newly  laid  sewers  served  by  the  Le  Bourg  pumping  station  became 
useable  and  sewering  facilities  were  thus  provided  for  some  150  properties.  Approximately  half 
of  these  properties  had  connections  made  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Some  250  properties  in  the  La  Rocque  and  Le  Hurel  areas  were  visited  preparatory  to  being 
served  by  the  next  sewering  phase. 


Welfare  of  the  Aged. 

(From  the  Report  of  Mrs.  M.  Gray,  Social  Welfare  Officer). 

The  Department  has  worked  under  great  pressure  throughout  the  year  with  ever  increasing 
requests  for  accommodation  in  Old  Persons’  Homes.  Added  to  this  has  been  the  constant  need  to 
find  suitable  places  for  patients  transferred  from  the  General  Hospital  to  Homes  and  to  Overdale, 
Sandybrook  and  Grouville  Hospitals. 
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During  1969  two  new  Homes  were  opened— Fauvic  Convalescent  Home  for  16  residents  and 
77  Great  Union  Road  for  5  residents.  Unfortunately,  one  Home  of  12  beds— Roseneath,  Route 
du  Fort, — was  closed. 

The  number  of  private  Old  Persons’  Homes  is  now  17  and  with  the  residents  getting  older 
and  more  infirm  many  of  these  Homes  are  getting  to  look  like  small  hospitals  with  a  number  of  the 
residents  bedridden,  chairbound  and  with  other  crippling  disabilities  needing  nursing  care.  The 
Matrons  of  these  Homes  offer  services  far  beyond  what  should  usually  be  expected  of  them  and 
they  should  be  given  all  the  encouragement  and  assistance  possible. 

One  of  their  problems  is  the  refusal  of  laundry  firms  to  handle  the  ever  increasing  amount  of 
soiled  linen  coming  from  these  Homes,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  opening  of  the  new  centralised 
hospital  laundry  at  Overdale  some  arrangement  might  be  made  to  overcome  this  problem. 

Maison  Le  Pape. 

This  Home  for  needy  menfolk  in  Jersey  has  been  running  to  capacity  throughout  the  year. 
Several  of  the  residents  have  suffered  from  illnesses  requiring  day  and  night  nursing  care,  but  thanks 
to  the  diligence  of  the  Matron  it  was  possible  to  nurse  them  in  the  Home  and  thus  relieve  some  of 
the  pressure  on  the  hospital. 

Meals  on  Wheels  and  Home  Helps. 

These  two  services  provided  invaluable  help  to  the  community  in  1969.  Over  9,000  meals 
were  delivered,  which  is  45%  more  than  in  1968.  This  staggering  increase  is  a  great  credit  to  the 
organisers  who  managed  to  cover  the  whole  Island  in  one  hour.  The  Home  Helps  also  enlarged 
their  service  during  the  year  and  they  now  cover  every  Parish. 


Ambulance  Service. 

There  was  again  in  1969  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried  in  our  ambulances. 
Over  80%  of  these  patients  were  non-emergency  cases  carried  to  the  various  out-patient  clinics 
and  treatment  units  of  the  General  Hospital. 

Ambulances  are  intended  to  carry  to  the  hospitals  those  for  whom  special  transport  is  necessary, 
but  during  the  year  it  became  obvious  that  they  were  being  used  quite  often  as  a  taxi  service  when 
the  persons  they  carried  could  quite  easily  and  with  no  great  inconvenience  have  found  their  own 
way  to  the  hospital.  One  such  example  was  the  person  who  although  he  employed  a  chauffeur/ 
gardener,  was  able  to  travel  by  car,  needed  no  assistance  of  any  kind  came  by  ambulance  to  visit 
his  consultant. 

Tribute  should  be  made  to  the  very  able  assistance  given  by  the  hospital  car  service  organised 
by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service.  In  1969  its  27  drivers  conveyed  nearly  2,000  patients 
to  and  from  the  General  Hospital  and  Mrs.  Morton  Fisher  and  her  band  of  voluntary  drivers  are 
to  be  thanked  for  this  proud  achievement. 


Cremation.
